heard her scream.

conscious when he reached her 
side and was dead before

The shot that killed her was 
not the first fired last night in 
the fashionable neighborhood in 
which the Guilliano home stands.

Mr. Ferguson was born in Co- 


He 
came to Texas with his widowed 
mother and three sisters, all now 
deceased, in> 1872 and, resided with 
a brother of his mother, Capt. 
Porter, two years before coming 
to Corsicana in 1874 where he has 
resided since tha.t time. He was 
in the grocery business for sev- 
eral years and later was one of 
the six men who organized the 
first 
oil company here prior to 
the time of the discovery of oil 


in the Corsicana area. He had 
been retired from active business 
for a number of years. 


His three sisters preceded him 


in death—Mrs. Sallle McNatt, Mrs. 
R, P. Goodman, "and Mrs. N. J.' 
Mills. Two brothers were killed 
in the battle of Gettysburg ana, 
another was killed in another en- 
gagement. All were icldlers 
in 


the Confederate war.' Mr. Fergu- 
son's father died a short time 
after the conclusion of the Civil 
war. Mr. Ferguson was not old 
enough to serve in the Confeder- 
ate 
army but 
remembered dis- 


tinctly all events of that period. 


He was married to Miss Ida 


White, daughter of R. N. White, 
a 
pioneer of 
Navarro 
county, 


March 27, 1881. 


Mr. Ferguson was the last of 


the 
six organizers of the 
first 


oil company. The organizers were 
Dr. S. W. Johnson, Ralph Beaton 
Sr., H. G. Damon, Fred Fleming, 
H. Webster White, and Mr. Fer- 
guson. 
As ono of his friends said. Mr. 


Ferguson was a man of strong 
convictions and a true, sincere, 
and honest friend. 


He is survived by his wife and 


three nephews. N. C. Goodman, 
of Corsicana; Shelby Goodman, of 
Shreveport, and Peyton Goodman, 
of Houston. 
Pallbearers were T. P. Kerr. S.

A precedent-shattering deficit for 
the postoffice department led its 
chief today to insist again that 
more ought to bo charged to car- 
ry letter-mail. 


The annual report of Postmast- 


er General 
Brown showed that 


department came out $140,066,189 
behind last year. 
This is almost 


$48,000,000 more than the 
gross 


deficit the previous year. 


As to a way gut, he repeated 


to President Hoover his recom- 
mendation that the two cent rate 
for carrying a letter be raised by 
a half-cent when the letter goes 
out of the locality. This, on the 
present volume, would bring in 
$50,000.000 a year additional. 


The report went on: 
"A 21-2 cent rate would, how- 


ever, obviously fall far short of 
producing adequate revenues at 
the present lime. Tho deficit for 
1931 attributable to strictly postal 
operations 
was more than $93,- 


00,000, and if present trends are 
maintained 
the 
net. 
deficit, 
for 


the current year will bo in the 
neighborhood of $150,000,000. This 
raises the question whether, in 
view 
of 
the 
already overtaxed 


condition of the general treasury, 
it would not be advisable, pend- 
ing the return of normal condi- 
tions, to fix a 3-cent rate for let- 
tor mail. 


Would Have Balanced Budget 
"Such a rate would have bal- 


anced the budget for 1931 nnd 
would have reduced the probable 
operating 
deficit 
and 
the cor- 


responding drain upon the treas- 
ury 
from 
$150,000,000 
to 
about 


$50,000,000 for the fiscal year 1932. 
It cannot be overlooked that in 
1931 one-sixth of the treasury de- 
ficit was attributable to the loss 
in postoffice operations. It is the 
opinion of the postmaster gen- 
eral .that the adoption of a 3-cent 
rate on 
non-local 
letter mail 


should bo given careful consider- 
ation by congress." 


Turning from gloomy figures, 


Brown found cause to praise the 
operation of the airmail service. 


With mails diminishing in vol- 


ume generally, he said, there was 
an increased use of airmail. 


Two new transcontinental routes 


were established during the year 
and 
mileage 
rose 
from 14,907 


miles on June 30, 1930, to 23,488 
miles in the same date in 1931. 


"It is especially encouraging," 


Brown said, "to note the progress 
made by the air transport com- 
panies generally in tho devlop- 
ment of commercial

to 


supplement their mail 
payments.

department believes that 


within the 
next 
few years 
a 


stable passenger and express busi- 
ness will be developed to such 
proportions as to justify the gra- 
dual reduction a.nd tho eventual 
elimination of the aviation sub- 
sidy as a factor in air mail pay-" 
Postal Savings Grow 


The postal savings system had 


a growth beyond all precedent. A 
total of $353,237,907 waa on de- 
posit at the end of the year, an 
increase of $173,332,681. The larg- 
est 
incrt-'afao heretofore recorded 


was in 1917 and amounted to $45,- 
334,811.
